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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks with regard to Claim 1 fail to 
overcome the prior art rejection from the Final office action. Applicant argues that the combination of US 6,263,364 (Najork et al.) and US 
2004/0030683 (Evans) does not teach "a chunk map that stores at least some of the properties associated with the respective chunk" and 
"the chunk map employed to facilitate an incremental web re-crawl. Examiner would like to point out that Evans stores multiple documents 
in a chunk (site map - See Fig. 3 & Fig. 4) and a database storing properties associated with each of the documents (See [0033]). Based 
on the broad language of the claim, Examiner considers a database storing properties of documents in a chunk (as disclosed by Evans) to 
be the same as a chunk map that stores properties associated with a respective chunk, since the documents in Evans are each associated 
with a chunk and the database stores properties of each of those documents. Evans further teaches the properties stored in the database 
(chunk map) being used to facilitate an incremental web re-crawl (See [0033]). 
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
